7. Unr^colfd Variable s. Whore it has been difficult to evolve on 
international scale which adequately represents different practices 
in participotinc countries, tho variable has ^^on d">aici*'atcd as on 
international unsealed varirible, National Centers arc- a;).cd to 
foruiuDate for *»ach of these variables up to « nine-pcint r.ctilo vhich will 
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bo tippropriato for Ub© w5.*.iiln thoir country and which agrceo with tho 
gonerol outllno provided in the opooific occooponyin^j notoo. The 
purpose of thic outline io to ensure o certain uniforaity of 
catecorisotl^n between ihe different oomitriea, that is, oil cov.ntrica 
should oolleot dt^ta on the aaue dluencicn and ordered in the sono wny. 
It io itaportant that Ns-fcioRal Ccntcro tranenit oopioo of their 
olaaaifi': story sohedeo to the lEA. International. 

In order to secure* the Dont accurate information to SiUecitionnciiro 

itees, countricii Uijy winh to consider assi^n^ing scvorjl or tho itcsis 

as •hone ^Acks' for the student. Students would be asked to fiiicl 

out the answers to oc/eral of the iteius in preparation for coriplcuine N 

tht questionnaire. Such items which could profitably be acsi^^KL. as 

•home tasks' includ«j: Father's Occupation and Father's and Kotlior's 

iiducation. 

Li a nuraber of countries, students will rew^uire soiac o-uidance frcu 
teachers in answerint; (;uestioKnoiro itesa. Such guidance is appropriate 
Oiid desirable. It is quite possible that, in sono situations, teachers 
v/ill read questicnnairo items aloud, discuss points of clarification, 
allow time for students to supply an answer and proceed to the next 
item. Such a step by step approach to the conpletion of tho 
student questionnaire may be necessary at the 10-y ear-old level in 
various countries where students have had little or no experience 
with quectionnoirea. V/horc students may be expected to give tlio Cuuo 
answer (e.g. , number of students in class, grade student is in etc.) 
the best procedure is for the teacher to supply the answer and cot ' ^ 
?11 students to enter it in. It is, of course, clear tliat no holp 
will be given to students when answering the tests (as opposed to 
the questionnaires). 



Where students arc roquoctcd to give a quantitative response to an 
iten, e.g. nunber of hours of homework, these are to bo coded to the 
nearest whole hour, year, etc. 

Vhero a reo.'^onse of aero or none is given to a quostionnoire iten, 
this is to be coded 0 on ihts punch cord. Where an individual h.ic 
failed to r^corrl a questionnaire itc:o, the appropriate colur.n sJiould 
be loft blank. The diritinction between a blank and a zero is an 
iri]<ort«'«nt one. 
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Vhcrevor oodinc or puncliinj schomos ore bcinc used in lao codiiii; of 
responcea, minicum and laaxitnuu values for each variable are act forth 
in tho interna tj oual coJinc scheiro. Where a student indicotec a 
xcspoTioe which ia £:r eater than the maxioum value, it is to bo coded 
as the uaxiniusi valuo. Thus, if the inaxiuun value for a certain 
variable its 25i a response of 50 would be coded as 25i since 25 noons 
25 or pore.
